Shenyang Di strict Depart- 
ment of the Cltlnosa Changchun Railway, addressed the Soviet employees who rrero to 
r emai n. Potksaoni aeid that official Soviet. representation on the railway was 
ceaeiog because the Entioncl dovorrcnsnt of Chirm had violated the terms of the 
3 ino- Soviet Troaty of 1945 (concerning tho railway) a** 5 had appointed Chimou to 
all positions of authority and control in the company. Re further stated that the 
Soviet authorities in the company had received no cooj nation, merely antagonist!, 
from the Chinese. Ho added that the Soviet employees laho regained need not be 
concerned for their futuro so the company would eventually return to Soviet control 

W ploy cos would be given good positions.

In addition tc thesa thoro are about 120 oors-Chinaao caplcyeo3 of the railway in 
Mukden, most cf them Soviet citizens. They aro considered to be locally-hired 
mplcycos of tho Chineao actoJ.nl strstion and not number® of any official Soviet 
roprocentatior,, as the Soviet iaubassy in Nanking announced in 1947 that on the 
railway there were no Soviet citizens employed by Soviet authorities as outlined 
in the Treaty.

4- Kodclng conditions for Soviet oaplcyooa ore good and treatment of than by the Chinese 
is described as fair. The r arising day begins at 8 a.a. and ends at 3:50 pja. rath 
no or»(vc; ths working week io six full days* Most of tho employees in the offices 
Wflly put tine* Se^ployess at tho station aign in and then leave Tot the day 
after half ai tour or so. All engineers and technicians generally work tho full 
day. Sooo of the ooployeca are ongiocora and technicians who were hired by the 
Harbin District office to work in the Fwdiun industries. %qy wero released from 
thalr Jobs ii Fushut* on ID April 1946 but cannot be discharged by the Mukden of fins 
as they rare hired in Harbin. As they have no real Jobs in tbo Mukden office, they 
we paid a token nags of NSC 4250,000 monthly and aro allowed to hold other Jobs. 
These mployoes, unlike most of the Kukdan Soviet employees, wear the official 
railway uniform sad hold railway rank. 

Wages paid by the railncy aro woll over tho usual Mukden standard. Assistant depart- 
msnt heads and assistant chiof enginoorc recoivo NSC $1,200,000 to NBC $1,500,000 
monthly. Interpreters, clerks and technicians receive fro:;; NBC $800,000 to 
NBC 151,100,000 monthly. The telephone operators, semi-skilled laborers and oi'dire-r” 
Inbcrsrs racoivc fran BBC $560,000 to BBC $800,000 monthly.

6. At one time during 1947 a representation from tho Soviet employees went to Almaz ov, • 
Head of Mukden Torgprodotvo and loader of tho Mukden Soviet cenrounity, to 

of discrimination and mistraatsiont by the Chinese authorities of the railway. 

Aloaacw replied that ho could do nothing for then as they wero con3idorod to be 
locally-hired by the Chinese and not part of an official representati on.

wages. The company vould also aaeist those desiring to leave Mukden to secure air 
passage out go that they might obtain other Jobs in North China. It was announced 
that those wto desired to regain could do ao but that the coopery would be unable 
to guarantee payment of salaries cJter March 1948* It ms explained that this was 
necessary because of tho losses of tho company and the almost conalete nen^ operation 
of railway -service* 
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On 16 Faaruaty 1948, Itou^artaov, as senior Soviat snnlcyca, called together 
A rudbar of the Soviet amplcyaa3 and adviaod then not" to resign and not to 
talco advantage o.f the company's offer. Ha doscrlbod as "cheap elements" tlie 
si* or a even i*o had recontly resigned. He want on to soy that oven with the 
difficult cities it their duty to stay and that thera would ba a bright 
future far thoas who did. Ha said that ho could not order then to stay but 
that aa good Soviet citizens thqy should do so. 



10. Houccmntnov, acting on word fron the Soviet Jrabascy in Hanking, called together 
his aoviot subordinates lor.iadiately following tho above announcement by company 
officials. The “hinaso offer was carefully explained to all those present. 
Rouotyantoov concluded that he would remain in any case as ho had boon ordered 
to do so. 
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
